China 

The  Shanghai  "wheat  and  flour  market  remained  almost  at  a  standstill 
through  the  week  ended  October  22,  it  was  reported  "by  radiogram  from  the 
Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     Mill  activity- 
declined;  several  mills  were  forced  to  close  entirely  because  of  hostili- 
ties in  their  vicinity.     Stocks  of  wheat  and  flour  at  Shanghai  remained 
about  the  same,  "being  estimated  at  3,300,000  "bushels  and  500,000  "bags, 
respectively.     Shipping  had  practically  ceased,  and  no  wheat  sales  were 
reported.    Domestic  flour  was  quoted  at  $1.18  per  hag  of  49  pounds; 
Australian,  c.i.f .  Hong  Kong,  at  $5.10  per  barrel  of  196  pounds. 

The  provisional  "bureau  established  to  control  foodstuffs  has  been 
unable  to  function  satisfactorily  because  of  the  lack  of  transportation 
facilities.     Interport  duties  were  recently  imposed  on  wheat  and.  rice  in 
an  effort  to  offset  the  decrea.se  in  customs  revenue  on  imported  foreign 
goods,  but  the  objections  raised  by  dealers  and  consumer  organizations 
resulted  in  their  removal.

Prices  of  both  foreign  and  domestic  wheat  at  Tokyo  on  October  1 
were  substantially  higher  than  on  September  1,  according  to  information 
furnished  the  Shanghai  office  by  United  States  Consul  General  Cameron. 
The  price  of  domestic  flour  was  higher  also,  but  quotations,  c.i.f.  Dairen, 
showed  a  slight  decline.    United  States  Tie  stern  White  was  the  cheapest 
foreign  wheat  available,  but  imports  are  uncertain  because  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  foreign  exchange  control  law.     There  was  some  improvement 
both  in  the  domestic  and  in  the  foreign  demand  for  flour,  and  substantial 
sales  to  Dairen  and  Tientsin  were  reported.    Mills  were  said  to  be  work- 
ing at  full  capacity,  with  wheat  stocks  at  milling  centers  estimated  above 
average  for  the  season  of  the  year. 

Wheat  at  the  mill  on  October  1,  was  quoted  as  follows,  import  duty 
and  landing  charges  included:    Western  White  No.  2,  $1.53  per  bushel; 
Canadian  No.  1,  $1.99,  No.  3,  $1.92;  Australian  $1.60;  Manchurian  31.69 
per  bushel.    Domestic  Standard  was  $1.22  and  Portland  wheat,  c.i.f. 
Yokohama,  $1.17  per  bushel,  duty  and  landing  charges  excluded.     The  whole- 
sale price  of  flour  at  the  mill  on  October  1  was  $1.27  per  bag  of  49 
pounds;  c.i.f.

Summary  of  recent  estimates  of  1937  rye  -production 

Estimates  of  1937  rye  production  for  27  Northern  Hemisphere  coun- 
tries total  880,654,000  bushels  as  compared  with  390,954,000  bushels  har- 
vested by  the  same  countries  in  1936.     A  marked  increase  over  last  year 
is  noted  in  North  American  countries.     Iviany  Eiiropean  countries  and  Turkey 
also  report  larger  crops  this  season.    Decreases  in  important  rye- 
producing  countries,  such  as  Germany,  Poland,   and  the  Danube  Basin, 
however,  account  for  the  redaction  in  the  total  reported.     See  table  on 
page  285. 

COTTON 

Japanese  cotton  consumption  expected  to  decline 

Japanese  mill  consumption  of  cotton  during  the  1937-38  season  is 
expected  to  be  substantially  less  than  that  of  the  past  year,  according 
to  a  radiogram  from  the  Shanghai  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  transmitting  information  received  from  American  Consul  Krentz 
at  Osaka.     Japan1 s  domestic  consumption  of  yarn  and  piece  goods  is  ex- 
pected to  be  reduced  materially,  and  foreign  orders  for  future  delivery 
have  shown  a  pronounced  recession. 

Despite  the  unfavorable  future  outlook,  however,  yarn  production 
in  September  wos  the  highest  on  record,  totaling  349,845  bales  of  400 
pounds  each.     This  high  level  of  mill  activity  is  attributed  largely  to 
anticipation  of  Government  regulations  that  arc  expected  to  restrict 
operations  during  coming  months. 

New  orders  for  cloth  during  the  month  of  September  are  reported 
to  have  been  equivalent  to  only  about  20  percent  of  production.     This  is 
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the  third  consecutive  month  in  which  forward  sales  have  been  substantially 
below  production.     Deliveries  on  present  back  orders  are  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  December.     Cloth  exports  in  September  totaled 
252,323,000  yards,  the  largest  monthly  volume  since  December  1936. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Government  has  under  consideration  various 
measures  designed  to  limit  raw-cotton  imports  and  at  the  same  time  to 
maintain  exports  of  piece  goods  at  high  levels.    This  is  to  be  accomplished 
in  the  first  instance  by  a  reduction  in  the  country's  domestic  consumption 
of  cotton  textiles. 


Imports  of  raw  cotton  in  September  showed  a  more  than  seasonal 
decline,   totaling  128,000  bales  of  500  pounds  in  comparison  with  the  September 
1936  imports  of  254,000  bales.     The  large  decline  was  attributed  in  part  to 
the  stringent  exchange  control  measures  now  in  effect,    flharf  stocks  on 
September  30  were  still  above  those  of  a  year  earlier  but  showed  a  sub- 
stantial decline  from  the  preceding  month.

Australian  wool  prices  continue  firm 

The  firmer  tendency  in  Australian  wool  prices  prevailing  early  in 
October  continued  through  the  Sydney  sales  opened  on  the  twenty-fifth  of 
the  month,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor,  at  London. 
Continental  countries  and  Yorkshire  were  chief  buyers.    Japan  supported 
the  market  to  a  limited  extent.     Compared  with  prices  at  the  close  of 
the  previous  series  on  October  14,  best  spinners',  wool  at  Sydney  opened 
at  par  to  5  percent  higher.    Prices  of  other  descriptions  were  unchanged 
from  those  of  October  14. 

At  the  close  of  the  Brisbane  sales  on  October  21,  prices  for  best 
merinos  wer;  par  to  5  percent  higher  when  compared  with  the  values  at  the 
opening  of  the  series  on  October  18.     Good  merinos  also  moved  in  favor  of 
the  seller,  with  other  sorts  of  wool  firm.     The  upturn  in  values  at 
Brisbane  marked  the  first  break  in  the  downward  price  tendency  of  recent 
weeks  in  Australian  wool.
